DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should include 
the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in upper case, without 
underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the section heading, the phrase 
"Not Applicable" should follow the section heading:

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1.97 
and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE FNVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

(g) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(d). A brief summary or 
general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The summary is 
separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward the invention rather 
than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may point out the advantages of the 
invention or how it solves problems previously existent in the prior art (and 
preferably indicated in the Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it 
should point out in general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the 
nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. 
Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 608.01(f). 
A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .74. 

(i) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A description of 
the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 37 CFR 1 .71 . The 
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description should be as short and specific as is necessary to describe the 
invention adequately and accurately. Where elements or groups of elements, 
compounds, and processes, which are conventional and generally widely known 
in the field of the invention described and their exact nature or type is not 
necessary for an understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the 
art, they should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, compounds, or 
processes may not be commonly or widely known in the field, the specification 
should refer to another patent or readily available publication which adequately 
describes the subject matter. 

0") Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01(m). The claim or claims 
must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 1.52(b)(3)). Where 
a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the 
claim should be separated by a line indentation. There may be plural indentations 
to further segregate subcombinations or related steps. See 37 CFR 1.75 and 
MPEP § 608.0 l(i)-(p). 

(k) Abstract of the Disclosure : See MPEP § 608.01(f). A brief narrative of the 

disclosure as a whole in a single paragraph of 150 words or less commencing on a 
separate sheet following the claims.

Claim Objections 



1 . Claims 3- 1 8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim can not depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, claims 3-18 have not been further treated on the merits. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. Specifically, since the 
claimed invention is not supported by either a credible asserted utility or a well established utility 
for the reasons set forth below, one skilled in the art clearly would not know how to use the 
claimed invention. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

6. The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. 

7. Claims 1 and 2 provide for the use of geometric shapes for producing a qualitative energy 
balancing effect on biological systems, however applicant has not indicated what technique or 
method are used in order for the geometric shapes to produce this effect, but, since the claim 
does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process 
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applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without 
any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

8. Claims 1 and 2 refer to figures in parentheses; referring to figures in the claims render the 
claims indefinite because it is unclear what, if any, limitations the applicant is attempting to 
include in the claim by referring to the figures. 

9. Claim 2 contains limitations in parentheses; the parentheses render the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) within the parentheses are part of the claimed 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

10. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

11. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims are not directed to an apparatus, method, 
method of manufacture, or composition of matter. Geometric Shapes themselves do not make up 
statutory subject matter, but rather describe non-functional descriptive material. 

12. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is not 
supported by either a credible asserted utility or a well established utility. Claims 1 and 2 are not 
supported by a credible or well established utility because Jonas (The Journal of Alternative and 
Complementary Medicine 9(4): 451-453) teaches that spiritual healing methods using forces 
such at subtle energies are not within the scientific realm (page 45 1 left column) and that it is 
impossible to exclude a genuine healing effect in spiritual healing given the theory that governs 
it (page 45 1 right column). While applicant claims that geometric shapes may result in a positive 
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effect on biological functions and protection from environmental energy distribution, the claim is 
based on theory and applicant has provided no background of the invention and provided no 
background art establishing a credible utility for such a theory in view of the Jonas teaching. 

13. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a 
process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101 . See for 
example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 
255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

14. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such thai the subject mallei' as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

15. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Reiki Symbols (A 
sharp look at Reiki symbols, October 2002). 

16. Claim 1; Reiki and Reiki symbols are geometric shapes and techniques producing a 
qualitative energy balancing effect on biological systems resulting in a positive effect on 
biological functions and protection from environmental energy disturbances (Page 5, Raku 
section). Reiki symbols disclose the claimed invention except for the specific arrangement 
and/or content of indicia (printed matter) set forth in the claim(s). It has been held that when the 
claimed printed matter is not functionally related to the substrate it will not distinguish the 
invention from the prior art in terms of patentability. In re Gulack, 217 USPQ 401, (CAFC 
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1983). The examiner asserts that the Reiki symbol linear diagrams are the same structure 
claimed by applicant and the sole difference is in the arrangement of the printed material. Thus, 
there is no novel and unobvious functional relationship between a particular arrangement of the 
printed matter (e.g. figures 1-247) and an elicited biological response, which is required for 
patentability. Accordingly, there being no functional relationship of the printed material to the 
response, as noted above, there is no reason to give patentable weight to the content of the 
printed matter which, by itself, is no n- statutory subject matter. 

17. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Reiki in view of 
Robinson (Robinson, Jonathan. The Complete Idiot's Guide to Awakening Your Spirituality . 
Alpha Books, 2000). 

18. Claim 2; Reiki fails to disclose a methodology replicating and amplifying the three 
components of Earth's energy power spots. However, Robinson discloses that earth energy 
power spots are known for their spiritual energy and resonate with the energy centers present in 
the human body and bring about a balancing effect (page 241 and 243). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to amplify the three 
components of the Earth's energy power spots, as taught by Robinson, in a methodology of using 
geometric shapes such as the shapes used with Reiki symbols because both Reiki symbols and 
Earth's energy power spots bring about a positive energy balance in human beings. 
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While claims 3-18 have not been treated on the merits due to improper multiple dependencies, 
the examiner would like to point out that these claims would be treated in a very similar manner 
to claims 1 and 2 if the multiple dependencies are corrected.
